Of these issues, the Bank of Commerce (late Moyamensing) has redeemed $11,800, 
and received back the same amount of the pledged security; whilst at the State Treas- 
ury there has been redeemed, of the issues of the Bank of Middletown. the sum of 
$3,545, and of the Bank of Susquehanna County, $4,471, for which equal amounts of 
the pledged stocks have been canceled ; leaving still in circulation of these extra issues, 
Moyamensing Bank, $700; Bank of Middletown? $1*505; and Bank of Susquehanna 
County, $729. 

fThe Berks County Bank made an over issue of reiief notes to the amount of 
$28,501, for the redemption of these the Commonwealth became responsible, pursuant 
to the act of January 29, 1845, and has redeemed the sum of $27,554, ieaving still in 
circulation, $947.
